The mass ol 
this product now furnished to city mar- 
kets is made by poor peasants from 
Europe, who have primitive ideas of 
cleanliness, and usually feed tlieir cows 
on slops. Though there is a law pro-

especially in the smaller cities.

home and market gardening is justly 
celebrated, gives a leport of his aspar- 
agus which ought to encomagc every 
occupant of land to provide a supply of 
this unequalled early green. His best 
plantation is twenty years old anil 
yield* annually a crop of as fine quality 
as was over raised in the United States. 
The story of the way "this splendid 
bed' was made and is eared for, should 
be influential against the mistaken idea 
so widely prevalent, that the start and 
culture are difficult, whereas, in fact, 
no other product is so easily obtained 
and perpetuated: 


Soil, sandy-loam; manured very 


heavily, then plowed, turning the 
manure under; plowed 8 to 10 inches 
deep. Furrows 3 feet apart and about 6 
inches deep, in no casemoie that 7 
inches; furrows made with a common 
shovel plow. Plants 
either one or 


two years old from the seed, weie 
placed in the bottom of these furrows 
about 16 to 18 inches apart, taking: caie 
to spread the roots in their natural posi- 
tions; this is very easy to do. After 
the plants were so placed tho earth 
was drawn back into the furrow and 
pressed down with the feet, and the 
bed was finished. Since that time 
It 
has been kept free of 
weeds 


and grass, and every spring the tops 
have been out off and burned, a good 
coat of manure pnt on and dug under, 
using the common six-tinecl inanuie 
forks for the purpose, being careful not 
to disturb the roots of the plants. The 
result has been that since it came to its 
best, about three yeais after sotting, 
It has never once failed to yield a 
magnificent crop. 


We cut some from it tflie second year, 


but not much. In cutting eare should 
be taken to cut it clean as long as it is 
cut at all. As a market crop it is a 
profitable one until there ib a surplus, 
and then I have found it to be as near 
worthless as any crop wis grow. To 
my family and visiting fiioncls, it is one 
of the most delicious dishes that come 
from tho garden, and it is rare that a 
large dish of it does not Und its way to 
our table at least once a clay from its 
first appealance in early spring until 
the season is nearly over, or until our 
second sowing of peas are at tlieir best 
One thing more. 
The reason for 


leaving the tops on the buds without 
cutting until spring is: When the 
snow falls the tops catch and hold it. 
It remains there until it melts and is 
the best mulch for the buds that we can 
have. It always leaves the giound 111 
the best of order for early working, 
and the plants can be started some 
days earlier in this way than by any 
other open ground method that I have 
ever tried.—Farmers'1 Review.

houses throughout the land anxious to 
solve the problem of self-support, com- 
paratively few expect to find any solu- 
tion of it at homo 
They arc willing 


toTcntuie into unknown fields, to go 
to the great cities and toil as telegraph 
operators, as workeis in industrial de- 
sign, aud in a thousand ways, where 
they nre required to meet increased 
expenses of living and the competition 
of the thousands who are drawn hither 
by the attraction of city life. Only af- 
ter they have toiled for years and 
learned how much drudgery is re- 
quired to m.ikc a buro living in a single 
loom in a city boauling-house, do they 
turn back to the remembrance of the 
old farm-life with regret. Very few 
wotnpn aie wiso enough to turn thuir 
domestic knowledge to pecuniary profit, 
mid when they do they are apt to trust 
their goods to somo Woman's Ex- 
change, instead of going to the city 
themselves and making their own bus- 
iness arrangements with some grocer 
or agent, or with customers directly—n 
fur better method whenever practical. 
When they think of doing any thing of 
this kind, they instinctively turn to the 
greater cities, though they may be far 
away, instead of to the sm.iller ones 
nearer by. The mnrketsof New York are 
better supplied than these smaller 
oities. It ia not ditlicnlt to get good 
French bread in New York, which takes 
the place of the domestic article, but 
it ig impossible to get even fair bread 
in many of the larger and smaller in- 
land cities. Any farmer who brings in 
bread or home-made pies to these cities 
will meet with a ready remunerative 
Bale for his wares. It is just three years 
ago eince a wise young woman with a 
strong affection for art, but a stronger 
common sense which kept her from in- 
dulging impracticable dreams, con- 
ceived the idea of becoming a "home- 
made11 baker. She began by making 
pies, taking rare to use the best ma- 
terials, allowing only a small profit lor 
herself on each pie. She lived within 
fifteen miles of a city of eighty thon- 
sand_inhabitanta, and her father wa*
